MULCHING. 


Moderating At- 
Ita Relation to Moisture 


inoHphorlo ChanjrrH. 


A correspondent who asks for the 


ph.losophy of mulohing and its correct 
relation to moisture will be prolited by 
reading whul tho Massachusetts horti- 
cultural report says upon the subject. 
Mulching, it-remarks, may serve to 
<eep the surface moist, but it will bo 
'omul that tho portion in contact with 
the ground is apt to mildew, and en- 
•enrages fungous growth, which neither 
ndicates nor promotes healthful vege- 
tation. 
\Vo are cautioned, therefore, 


igainst the use of easily decaying or 
tormenting substances. 
A careful ex- 


amination of tho under surface of moist 
mulchings will develop the fact that it 
s a sung harbor for slugs, snails, 
worms and all minor sorts of vermin. 


If the material used can not bo use- 


'ully or properly dug into tho soil after 
ts use as a mulch has ceased, as with' 
:rvu, sand or sawdust upon light soils,c 
then tho labor of spreading and afted; 
wards gathering it together again is!by 
no means inconsiderable. A coatiug 
:n-o inches thick on an acre amounts 
to about three hundred 'single loads of 
stuff, which must cost at least lifty or 
sixty dollars to spread and remove; 
[{ow 
many times'could you go over an 


nerd with a cultivator for fifty dollars? 


'ertainly'-thirty. Mulching induces a 


growth of llbrous roots to push up the 
surface. Is it not a little remarkable 
hat none of, those who have recorded 
his fact so repeatedly have noted that 
this is not a .useful result? How can

The RBFUBLIOAN of laat evening gave 


tbe exercises of the Old Settlers' second 
annual reunion, at the fair grounds, up to 
the noon hour yesterday, when the crowd 
dispersed to partake of the basket din- 
ners spread upon white oloths beneath 
the shade of the trees which beautify tbe 
grounds. Families, friends and neigh- 
bors assembled in groups, and while they 
ate they chatted about old times. 


OBNBEAL BPIAKnta. 


A large crowd had gathered in front of 


the speakers' stand, when President Ward 
announced the names of the officers cho- 
sen for the ensuing year. A committee 
waa directed to collect $50 to defray ex- 
penses, when the general speaking com- 
menced. 


Hon. Ezra Marqoias,who settled in Piatt 


county in 1833, spoke of the days when 
ae raised all the corn and wheat he want- 
ed on government land, and waa not tax- 
ed for rent, and told many entertaining 
stories of the good old days when swind- 
ing was unknown and when news was 
mighty scarce. 


Capt. Joab Wilkinson, of Niantic, came 


;o Illinois from New York in 1885. 
He 


s a veteran of the Mexican War, and was 
or a time a captain in the United States 
egolar army. He stepped forward and 
addressed the multitude in a manner that 
lommanded the attention of his hearers, 
le told how the Illinois prairies appear- 
ed to him 50 years ago, and praised the 
'ioneers for their courage and grit. Joab 
omplimented the pioneer ladies, spoke- 
f the Indians, and made a very interest- 
ng talk. 


Oapt. J. 8. Post, who was one of the 
ret lawyers to settle in Deoatur, aud who 
was elected a magistrate in 1842, told an 
musing story of the weddings in the 
arly days. He was called upon to marry 
Pilliam Rea and Polly Ho well, and Hawk 
Gorin went with him to the wedding, 


hioh was attended by everybody in the 
eiguborhood. They had a big supper, 
le next day an in/air, and festivitiea 
ida't wind up for three days. 
Elder J. W. Tyler, who is the pioneer 
Ihristiun minister in these parts, spoko 
f tbe hard times the old settlers had ex- 
erieuced and detailed some of the P It- 
eniale, while he poked fun at Oapt. Post. 
"Forty Years A/{o" was the title of the 
xcellent solo given by Prof. Lulz. 
John Fletcher, the old timer from 
hristian county, who was here last year 
nd generally takes in all tbe reunions 
very summer, was on deck, and tickled 
le crowd by bin dashing manner aud bis 
izzy style of epiunlng yarns. He is 75 
ears of age, but he is confessedly the 
veliest widower now in the market. 
David K. Wilson, who settled in the 
onnty in 183(3, spoke of the early times. 
[e was followed by Grandma Elizabeth 
uerry, who has been in the county since 
S2B.

He made a comparison 
f the way of living in those early days 
itb the present. He had seen D. P. 
3unn, J. Y. Braden and others at the 
inner hour eating ice cream.

o ice cream fifty years ago. It was 
ommon then to have Johnny cake." 
'ifty-four years ago there were but three 
eligions denominations represented Lore, 


Methodists, Cumberland Presbyteri- 


us and Christians. Tho speaker rejoiced 
t the social features of the reunion, and 
was glad to meet friends whom ho had 
mown 30, 40 and 50 years ago. 


Hon. W. T. Moli'ett, of Blue Mound, 
eckoned that he might be called a thor- 
ughbred Sucker. He remembered well

itizen of Illinois. He could remember
